Up to this time each ut the boys 
had blamed the other lur the actual 
attack upon Robert with tile taped 
chisel. 
Heretofore other doctors had 
said they “believed” Loeb had dealt 
"til«3 blows. 
Dr. Glueck was stopped by Benja­ 
min Lucio ach, a 
offense 
attorney, 
with the question: "Did you talk with 
Loeb about who strut k lite blow 
"Yes, Loeb told mo be struck Hie 
blows himself," tho doctor replied. 
Dr. Glueck wen; on 
to 
describe 
Loel/s lack1 of emotion in telling his 
own story of the crime. 
lie told all 
ol the gruesome details of the Franks 
murder/’ the doctor said. 
‘He told 
it all to me as a matter of tact Inci­ 
dent, explaining how he and Leopold 
stopped on in their automobile tor 
a light In neb while 
automobiling ’ 
The dor tor continued: 
"I 
iu> particularly interested in 
tho great dispaiity between his tell­ 
ing of the crime and his utter lack 
or normal human feeling. 
I have ex 
unlined mote than 2,UUU criminals, and 
i have uover seen sui Ii a remarkable 
situation except in those rases where 
the criminal had a disordered mind 
I have been watching in court for a 
nuuioei of days and I could not help 
hut notice how he sat and listened to 
the arguments intended for the pur­ 
pose ol hanging him without showing 
the least emotion 
It seemed almost 
as though he were sitting in a theater 
watching a college play or something 
of the sort ’ 
Shows No Remorse. 
Dr 
Glueck went over tho ground 
Covered by Dis 
Healy and White, 
.corroborating 
their 
findings. 
Dr. 
Glue. k added that the failure of Loeb 
to show remorse or sorrow was "in 
comprehensive" to bim. 
Leopold, the witness said, shotted 
extreme mental activity and unusual 
intelligence. 
"I was particularly at­ 
tracted,’ Dr Glueck said, * by the fact 
he has built up his Own philosophy of 
life and according to this philosophy 
all actious are Justified which give 
pleasure. 
Even murder itself is jus­ 
tified by the fact that the murderer 
receives a pleasurable sensation, ac­ 
cording to his philosophy.’’ 
Very early in life Leopold set out 
to kill all human emotions, sympathy 
and tenderness, Dr. Glueck said. 
At 
one time during 
tho 
conversations 
that 1-eopold and the doctor had, Leo­ 
pold caught himself expressing sym­ 
pathy 
fin his faintly 
"Leopold im­ 
mediately apologized for this exhibi 
Clon of sympathy." the w-itness said. 
The two slayers continue to ahowr

ment that 
awaits them 
"Whatever 
Judge* 
Caverly gives us, I guess 
will 
be all 
right," Loeb said today

Widespread interest in the “Califor­ 
nia plan” of co-operative marketing 
makes especially timely Department 
Bulletin 1237, Organization and De­ 
velopment of a Co-operative Citrus-' 
Ftult Marketing Agency, Just issued 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
In 1891, when shipments 
were a little more than 4,000 cars, 
there wa* an apparent overproduction 
of California citrus fruit. Thirty years 
later a crop totaling more than 56.000 
cars was marketed successfully. 
Bul­ 
letin 1237 describes the growth of the 
system of co-operative marketing that’ 
since 1893 has taken a leading part in 
the development of the California cit­ 
rus industry. 
It outlines, also, the 
steps by which local associations and I 
district exchanges became federated In 
the 
California 
Fruit 
Growers’ 
ex- i 
change. 
Historical Account. 
A brief historical account Is present- 
#d of the California citrus Industry 
since the Introduction of orange trees 
by the Franciscan monks in 1769. The 
conditions causing the practical bank­ 
ruptcy of the Industry in the early 
nineties, and the unfortunate alliance 
of the exchange with commercial ship­ 
pers in 1903-04 are other topics dis­ 
cussed In the historical section of the 
Y ulletin. 
Considerable space Is given to a dis­ 
cussion of the organization and opera­ 
tion of the local units thut make up 
the exchange. 
“Local co-operative associations are 
the foundation of the exchange sys­ 
tem,” i d s stated. 
“The earliest or­ 
ganizations of this kind preceded the 
Incorporation of the exehange by al­ 
most three years. 
They were Treated 
by the members of a community who 
considered their marketing problems 
as being, firer of all, local in char­ 
acter.” 
The organization and functions of 
tile district exchanges and the various 
departments of the California Fruit 
Growers* exchange are discussed in 
detail. 
Other Organizations. 
An organization for the purchase of 
supplies and two by-products compa­ 
nies have been established by the fed­ 
erated associations. 
These organiza­ 
tions are not subsidiary to the Califor­ 
nia Fruit Growers’ exchange, but are 
units of the exehange system. 
The 
problems leading up to the organiza­ 
tion of these companies, and the serv­ 
ices they perform for the members of 
the exchange, make up one section of 
the bulletin. 
Several pages are devoted to a dis­ 
cussion of the economic services of the 
exchange, and the fundamental prin­ 
ciples upon which the organization Is 
bated.

Washington.—Radio is brightening 
flu* lives of ninny persons who are 
lin’d of hearing. 
New radio experi­ 
ments are hastening progress in ap­ 
paratus for overcoming deafness. The 
prospects there are really remarkable. 
Rut "oine of the stories about deaf 
people being cured by radio are fairy 
tales, beautiful but untrue. 
These and Other unadorned facts 
s|on 
about the misunderstood subject of 
radio and hearing are related and ex­ 
plained by Miss Josephine Timberlake, 
who is the superintendent of the volta 
bureau, which Alexander Graham Bell 
founded “for the increase and diffu­ 
sion 
deaf. 
More than once the report has been 
circulated that some individual, deaf 
and mute from birth, picked up radio 
earphones and was enchanted to find 
that he could understand every word 
of a speech. This is not plausible. To 
a person who had never learned the 
sounds of English words, tile radio’s 
message, if heard, would be totally un­ 
intelligible, Other equally exaggerated 
stories are also current 


Effect Is Like Telephone. 
The effect of radio upon the deaf 
person is neither mysterious nor su­ 
pernatural. 
Tt is not unlike the effect 
of the telephone. 
Every one know** 
some person who is hard of hearing. 
nit 
who can 
converse 
comfortably 
over a telephone. Tile telephone sends 
the message concentrated and direct 
to the ear. 
Then. too, the receiver is 
usually pressed against the bone In 
front or hack of the ear and this 
causes the message to be carried by 
what is known us bone conduction. In­ 
deed of traveling from the outer ear, 
through the middle ear passage to the 
Inner earf sound vibrations are caught 
by one of the head hones and carried 
direct to the inner ear. 
In conse­ 
quence. lf the person’s trouble Is in 
the middle ear, where so many hear­ 
ing difficulties are located, he may he 
able to use a telephone with a success 
that surprises his friends

Radio receiving appa­ 
ratus Is very much like the portable 
electric devices which many deaf | co­ 
pia wear to amplify sound for them. 
These devices consist of a battery, 
transm itter, and one or two revelers. 
Improvements in radio apparatus have 
consequently been applied to portable 
hearing devices, and several electric 
companies have become Interested In 
the problem of perfecting electric de­ 
vices for Hie deaf. 
A millionaire, who was determined 
to mal.** science overcome his deaf­ 
ness, engaged the services of one of 
these electric companies. 
The com­ 
pany’s men studied tile millionaire’s 
case of d e a f n e s s and hts house. 
They 
experimented carefully. 
At last thev 
established a battery about the sh/ 
of a cupboard In tile residence. 
Tills 
battery was connected with each room 
In the house. 
Now, tile deaf million 
airt* puts on head phones In any room 
anti he can catch any*sound In if. 
One of the triumphs of this piece of 
research is that the ear phone for each 
ear Is constructed to suit the condition 
of deafness In that ear. 
This means 
that hearing in the two ears Is equal­ 
ized. 
The deaf person, whose hearing 
Is better In one ear than in the other 
Is not able to distinguish the direc­ 
tions from which sounds come. 
If 
some one knocks at a door the deaf 
person has to guess which door is to 
he opened.
